Wyoming—the largest Increase being 
that for Michigan—from 47.2 in 1310 
to Cl.l per cent in 1520. Texas, • In- 
diana, Ohio, Florida and Oklahoma al- 
so show considerable gain In the pro- 
portion of population living 1° urban 
territory.Colorado CltlcM I/o«o. 


Colorado, Montana, and 
Wyoming 


lost in urban population during the

In Alaska has been proven possible, and about a 
hundred thousand square miles of rich agricul- 
tural and grazing land arc there to be had for the 
.taking by settlers who arc willing to brave a 
somewhat difficult climate. 


One of the scientists connected with the Gov- 


ernment agricultural experiment stations in Alas- 
ka is here for a few days, and that is the word 
he brings. If you are looking for a chance to gret 
a farm of your own without any considerable 
capital. Alaska offers you that chance. 


Nearly everybody nowadays knows that Alaska 


is. not a snow-covered, -ice-bound waste all the 
year round. Not yo many realize the wonderful 
possibilities of this far northern territory In Its 
summer-season. This Government scientist brings 
word that Alaska could be practically self-sup- 
porting so far ns ordinary farm products 
go. 


Kisht now, the majority of the standard fruits, 
vegcUxlSTcs and grains are growns here. He says 
that what Alaska needs is more settlers with the 
spirit of pluck and a willingness to work to de- 
velop its farm lands. 


* * * * • 


Here, lie says, is a country with 50.000 inhab- 


itants spread over nearly GOO.000 square miles. 
Tills population would be lost in a corner of New 
York City. It is about the number of people that 
live In Atlantic City: Topcka, Kansas: or Bethle- 
hem, 
Pennsylvania. 
Scattered over this country 


nre about 500 homesteaders, working tracts of 160 
or 320 acres, and there remain 100,000 square 
miles ot land—the size of an average state—which 
could be used for practical farming, about halt 
tor farm !aml, and the other half for grazing. 


The land, then. Is there. 
And the Government 


IK maintaining 
five agricultural experiment sta- 


tions in Alaska, where nil sorts of experiments are 
conducted to help farmers. 
FarmiiiK in this lati- 


tude presents different difficulties from farming 
In the states. 
Potatoes can be raised in Alaska, 


and cauliflower, beans, strawberries.' apples, let- 
tuce, and any number o" other familiar foods. 
Btit you cannot take nr.y kind of strawberry 
plant, for instance, and expect to get firm nweet 
berries. 


The ^strawberry illustrates very well what It 


means to adapt a product of a temperate climate 
lo conditions in the far north. 
The experiment 


station at Sitka has made 12.000 tests with straw- 
herrics in order to find varieties really suited to 
Alaska. 
To make the experiments the two wild 


strawberries native to Alaska, were crossed with 
different hardy varieties of the cultivated straw- 
berry. Nine-tenths of the plants proved too frail 
for the climate, or produced soft or insipid fruit. 
Those were discarded at once. Of the other tenth 
all but three or four in every hundred were also 
discarded as not altogether satisfactory, leaving 
Uje best product so far as color, flavor and size ot 
the berries was concerned. This is a good exam- 
ple of how tlic agricultural problems are worked 
out for arctic and near-arctic regions. 


Long and extensive experiment1! have been con- 


ducted to iind grains sufficiently hardy .and swift 
in growth for planting, growth, and'harvest to be 
crowded into the brief Alaskan summer. It seems 
to be Impossible to make grain more hardy by a 
process of selection. That is. when the Govern- 
ment agents took a few seeds from the best grain 
one year and planted them the next, and again 
took the best of the harvest and planted that, 
and so on for several years, there wan no im- 
provement in the strain, as there would be in 
some vegetables. 
' 


The only way.to produce grain hardy enough 


for the climate is to cross the various' strong va- 
rieties and try them out. As a result of experi- 
ment along this line, spring- wheat that runs"2: 
bushels to the acre, rye taller than a man, and a 
number of successful varieties of barley and oats 
have been produced in Alaska. 
• * * * « 


Alaska could he absolutely independent so far 


as breadsUift'a Vre concerned, the -Government 
agent tolls us. And Alaska is slowly gaining this 
independence. 
A flour mill—the first in Alaska 


•has been established in Fairbanks, so that ft is 


no longer necessary to get Hour from Seattle and 
to pay heavy freight on it. 


As for independence along other lines of food- 


stub's, Alaska may attain that also to a reason- 
able decree. Practicojly every standard vegetable 
can he grown in the best farming localities of the 
country. 
The majority of the fruits have been 


successfully produced. 
Strong breeds of cattle 


and sheep arc being developed at the experiment 
stations. 
At a recent banquet in Fairbanks, the 


conquest of the soil by Alaska was shown by hav- 
ing1 the entire menu of home-grown products. 


.These arc the true signs ot progress. The diffi- 


culties ot life in the far north are innhily the cli- 
mate, and then lack of transportation and hired 
labor. 
Transportation prospects are improving 


now that the railroad from Sewarrt to Fairbanks 
is well under way, with a chance of being com- 
pleted next year. , Farm help is still scarce be- 
cause a large proportion of the 30,000 men who 
left Alaska for war service have, not returned. 


Climate remains the big problem to be met in 


life in this part of the world. What the home- 
steader can raise in his garden, now he can mar- 
ket surplus products, whether he lives in comfort 
or misery depends on his understanding ot the 
climate and how to adapt himself to it. Temper- 
ature and humidity are so widely varied in this 
territory that it Is diflicult to describe 'the Alaskan 
weather condftions as a whole. At'Sitka the ther- 
mometer rarely (joes to zero, and the winters arc 
not much colder than those in Washington, D. C. 
At Fairbanks, on the other hand, CO degrees below 
zero is not unknown. This is the sort of weather 
which typifies Alaska lo most people, and it is the 
fear of encountering mouths of unbroken coid 
that makes many air otherwise adventurous spirit 
cling to the comparative warmth of a semi-heat- 
ed Jlat in what is supposed LO be a temperate 
zone. 
Alaskan winters are in general snowy and cola. 


In the summer, for about three months, the coun- 
try warms up astonishingly, and in some places 
the sun gets so hot that the -men knock off from 
work in the hottest part of the day. 
This is the 


season when the land owner has to hustle to raise 
and harvest his crops. He has only from Hay to 
possibly tho lirst ot September, three and a half 
month's at most, when weather conditions are fa- 
vorable to farming, and while this is about the 
length ot the farming season in North Dakota and 
Montana, it seems short in comparison with the 
six or eight month season in a large part ot our. 
country. 
In spite ot farming limitations, Alaskan soil is 


yielding a living, and Alaska is a new country. 
Its cities have their stores, banks, and theaters, 
but beyond their limits arc endless stretches of 
open land waiting for the settler with the pioneer 
spirit. 
'

As the agricultural agent bowed us out of the 


door, he had this to say: "1C we could only get 
;he young women to come out there, ihe men 
would come easily enough." 


Evidently he feels that the type ot woman who 


was willing to sail for America on the Mayflower, 
or go West in M9. is dying out ot our race.

may be partly that. It may also be that the type
